FOREIGN AND INSULAR. 


CURRENT QUARANTINE MEASURES. 
(From the Veréffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheitsamtes, Berlin, February 17 and 24, 1909.) 


CHOLERA. 


GERMAN Empire.—The police inspection and observation ordered 
for travelers from cholera-infected localities in Russia were suspended 
in Baden January 22; in Mecklenburg-Schwerin January 20; in Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz January 22, and in Oldenburg January 21. 

Norway.—February 10. The districts of Wiborg and Nyland in 
Finland were declared cholera infected. The city and government of 
St. Petersburg, including Cronstadt, the Don and Kasan territories, 
and the government of Erivan, in Russia, were declared still infected 
with cholera. The proclamations against other localities in Russia are 
withdrawn. Vessels arriving at ports in Norway having cholera 
patients on board are ordered to be taken by the pilots to the quaran- 
tine station at Odderoen, near Christiansand. At ports other than 
Odderoen the sick remain on board. 

Prussta.—The minister of public works has suspended the measures 
against importation of cholera from Russia by railway travel. The 
railway ofhcials are directed to continue to devote especial attention 
to the sanitary condition of travelers from Russia. 


PLAGUE, 


GeRMAN Empire.—February 17. The order of February 11 requir- 
ing vessels and crews arriving at a German port from ports of the West 
African Gold Coast to undergo medical inspection before receiving 
free pratique is suspended. 

NETHERLANDS.— February 3. Measures for preventing the importa- 
tion of plague declared. 

SwepEN.—February 5. The port of Newchwang in China declared 
free from plague.

Report from Bridgetown—Increase of yellow fever in the island. 


Consul Martin reports, February 16: 

Yellow fever is again assuming a more virulent form. During the 
first 14 days of February the number of cases seemed to abate, only 
7 having been reported as occurring during that period. February 
15, 2 cases were reported, and to-day 7 cases have been reported. Six 
of these 9 cases are in one family in the parish of St. Lucy, at the 
extreme north end of the island, in the locality where the present 
outbreak originated. There has been only one case in Bridgetown 
this month. The cases continue to be confined to native Barbadians. 


CHINA. 


Reports from Shanghai—Inspection and disinfection of vessels— Pre- 
cautions against infection of vessels by rats—- Measures for rat destruc- 
tion. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, January 20 and Feb- 
ruary 2: 

Week ended January 16. Two original and 3 supplemental bills of 
health were granted to 5 steamships having an aggregate. personnel of 
919. There were inspected 3 steamships, 156 members of crews, 1 
cabin passenger, and 2 steerage passengers, and there were disinfected 
94 members of crews and the living quarters of 2 vessels. Manifests 
were viséed for 5,855 pieces of freight. 

The steamship Magara from San Francisco with bulk oil for Chin- 
kiang lay ut the wharf while at that port. At Shanghai she lay at the 
oil wharf, which is believed to be rat free, but rat guards of a rather 
ineffective design were used on all lines and no gangways were put 
out. The crew was bathed (53 natives) and their effects were disin- 
fected by steam late on the day before sailing, the vessel sailing at 
daylight on January 11. 

The steamships Mongolia and Minnesota remained in the stream at 
Woosung during their stay in this port, and only such of the personnel 
as were leaving from Shanghai were inspected, which inspection was 
carried out on the tender at the hour of its departure for the ship. 
The loading of these vessels was done frem lighters—- in the case of the 
Mongolia entirely by daylight and_in the case of the A//nnesota by 
night. Rat guards were ordered to be used. 

he steamship //azel Dollar was in dry dock and alongside the wharf 
at Pootung while in this port, and rat guards were used at the latter. 
Loading was done during the entire twenty-four hours from the wharf. 
The native crew, 41 men, were bathed and their effects were disinfected 
by steam late on the day before sailing, the vessel leaving at daylight on 
January 14. The bathing and disinfection of the crews were done 
under service supervision. 

The steamship A/uncaster Castle lay at a buoy in the stream while in 
this port and loaded from lighters. Rat guards were provided for all 
lighter lines. This vessel was fumigated in Kobe to destroy vermin, 
but the crew were not disinfected either there or at this port, in view

of the fact that a complete change was to be made in the personnel at 
Hongkong, that being the last port before departure for an American 
port at which a service officer is stationed. 

Plague-infected rats continue to be found in the proportion of about 
3 per cent of those examined, including only such animals as are found 
dead. ‘Trapped rats are destroyed without examination. ‘Three hun- 
dred dead rats were examined last week, of which 9 were found to be 
plague-infected. The area of infection seems to be spreading, rat 
plague having been found in all sections of the settlement, but invari- 
ably in the houses of natives. 

An energetic campaign is being carried on against rats in the inter- 
national settlement. The problem presents many obstacles to the 
effective destruction of these animals, particularly as there are no 
means by which the importation of fresh supplies of infected and non- 
infected rats can be prevented, by vessels and from the surrounding 
country, even if it were possible to get rid of those now present. One 
of the greatest difficulties in this direction is due to the fact that the 
French and Chinese cities have their own independent administrations 
and are not governed by any action which the international settlement 
may take. Little is being done in either of these settlements to 
destroy rats. 

About 2,000 rat-traps have been placed by the health department.in 
the vicinity of the houses in which plague rats have been found, and 
by this means about 2,000 rats were captured and destroyed last week. 
The bait used was fish heads, vegetables, meat, bran, etc., and the traps 
were made as inconspicuous as possible. Poison has been little used, 
owing to the theory that it causes rats to scatter, and that it would 
thus be liable to spread the infection. The rat proofing carried out 
here has consisted of repairing holes in the flooring, walls, roofs, ete., 
and the cleaning and screening of drains in such houses as infected 
animals have been found in, the work being done by the health depart- 
ment staff. Crude oil has been freely poured into old rat holes and 
runs. The intention is to divide the settlement into districts and work 
from the periphery of each toward each infected center, destroying 
rats and rendering houses as nearly rat proof as possible. 

There appears to have been an epidemic among the rats on the Delh7 
while in this port last week, which was not reported to the health au- 
thorities. The vessel lay at the Hongkew wharves and very many dead 
‘ats were found on board while she was unloading and were thrown 
overboard. This vessel was bound to Bombay via Hongkong and the 
Straits Settlements, and hence did not come under the official observa- 
tion of this office. 

During the week ended January 30 a supplemental bill of health 
was granted to 1 steamship, with a total personnel of 44. One vessel 
with 44 members of crew was inspected. 

This vessel, the steamship Aragon/a, lay in the stream at this port 
and was loaded from lighters, the loading being carried on during 
the entire 24 hours. Rat guards were used on all lines to lighters, 
buoys, ete. 

Plague rats are still being found and are scattered over the entire 
settlement, but infected animals are found in greatest numbers in the 
eastern district, where the wharves are located, and where the out- 
break of plague among rats first made its appearance.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, January 17, through 
Passed Assistant Surgeon Lloyd: 

During the 2 weeks ended January 9, +4 steamships were fumi- 
gated. They carried an aggregate personnel of 348 members of crews, 
65 cabin and 45 steerage passengers. 

For the week ended January 2 a total of 51 deaths was recorded for 
Guayaquil, among which 3 were from plague. There were no deaths 
from other quarantinable diseases. 

For the week ended January 9, 50 deaths in all were recorded, 2 of 
these being from plague and 2 from vellow fever. 
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Plague has a ypeared in the Indian village of Tolte, about 75 miles in 
the interior of Ecuador, about 3 miles from the line of the Guayaquil 
and Quito railroad. The first deaths seem to have occurred in the lat- 
ter part of the month of December, 1908, but as there is no physician 
in the vicinity of Tolte the first cases were unrecognized. It appears 
that there have been about 20 deaths to date and that there are 10 
cases now under treatment. out of a population of some 70 or 80 
persons. 

At a distance of about 3 or 4+ miles from Tolte there are 3 other vil- 
lages inhabited wholly by Indians and containing an aggregate popu- 
lation of about2,000. The conditions in all these villages are extremely 
favorable for the spread of the disease. The houses generally have 
dirt floors, no window, and only one door: and they are so dark that 
it is almost impossible to recognize an individual inside the house in 
broad daylight. Each house contains from 10 to 50 guinea pigs, besides 
other animals. 

A physician of the public health service of Ecuador has been sent 
to Tolte with serum and Haffkine’s prophylactic and with instructions 
relative to the measures to be taken. 

Plague seems to be quiescent in Babahoyoand Milagro, no new cases 
having been reported. 

An epidemic of smallpox has appeared in Manglar Alto, a small 
town on the coast about 3 days’ travel from Guayaquil. A physician 
has been sent to assume charge. ° 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, January 2s: 

Referring to the outbreak of plague at Tolte, an Indian village 
about 75 miles in the interior of Ecuador, work was begun January 
14 under authority of the public health service of Ecuador, consisting 
mainly in unrooting infected houses, removing all bedding, clothing, 
ete., burning out the interior of adobe huts, and killing guinea pigs. 
All infected houses were treated in this way. Plague cases ceased 
immediately, and there have been no new cases for 8 days. Milagro, 
Babohoyo, and Huigra continue free from plague. A recrudescence 
of the disease has occurred in Guayaquil, Fe being 26 cases under 
treatment at present. 

The work against yellow fever is being pushed in spite of the exigen- 
cies of the plague work, but under great difficulties. Work is being 
done against smallpox in Milagro, Alausi, and Manglar Alto.

London.—One thousand six hundred and forty-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 69, scarlet fever 9, 
diphtheria 15, enteric fever 4, whooping cough 15, tuberculosis 147, 
and 19 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 17.8 per 1,000. In greater London 2,310 deaths were 
registered. In the *‘ outer ring” the deaths included 5 from measles, 
5 from diphtheria, | from scarlet fever, and 4 from whooping cough.
